EGUSE DRAIN AQE. 

Th(3 city of Siiu Joso, Ci\l., has lataly 
bcoii agitating tlio question of sewerage, 
and the pooplo have decided to provide the 
city with a thorough system of drainage. 
An exchange furuishcHus with a full text of 
a proposed plumbing and sower ordinance 
which will probably bo adopted. Some of 
the provifliona of the ordinuco uinj' bo profit- 
ably noticed by ua in view of our future 
improvemouts in this Hue. It is first pro- 
Tidod that every house or building shall bo 
Boparatoly connected with the public sower. 
Immediately after the completion of any 
house drainage system and its connection 
with the public sewer all vaults shall bo 
emi)tiod and then filled with earth. A wise 
provision is that no person shall proceed 
■*ith any portion of drainage or sownrage 
•until he has filed at the office of the inspec- 
tor of plumbing and drainage a notice of 
the work to bo (Iduo, which notice shall 
consist of a clear do-sciiption of the work 
accompanied with a \i\i\u showing connec- 
tions and locution of the dill'ereut foutures 
of the proposed work, from the outlet at 
the public Htroet sewer to tho termination 
above tho roof of tho prouiises. And no 
work shall bo commenced until the plana 
are approved by tho inspector. All pipes 
connecting tho street sewer with water- 
closet and kitchen drains must bo laid at a 
uniform inclination or gradient of one-half 
an inch in two feet, while for cellar or other 
drains to receive water only, one-quartor 
inch in two feet is required; but these iu- 
oUoations may be increased on application. 
Soil pipes are required to be not less than 
four inches in diameter and free from holes 
or other defects. They must be carried two 
foot above tho highest point of tho roof, 
and be so disposed of as to allow inspection 
at any time. Particular provisions are 
made for the joining and coating of pipefi, 
and for tiieir jirotection by oemeut in case 
of quicksand or slushy ground. Every 
sink, basin, bathtub, water-closot, slop hop- 
per and every tixturo having a waste pipe 
must be provided with a trap to be protect- 
ed from siphonage or air pressure by special 
vents or air pipes, and the different lengths, 
etc., are speuified. A grease-trap must be 
eonstruot^d under the sink of every hotel 
and restaurant and suitable catch-basins are 
to bo provided by fruit or moat packing 
establisuuients to liisnrt-) tho sowgvs agaiUnt 
getting clogged with grease or other sub- 
stances. Those are tiio most important 
provisions of tho ordinance. In conclusion 
it is provided that no jjlunibing work shall 
bo covered up until exanuuod and tested by 
the public inspector, this referring especially 
to now buildings. Some such provisions 
as these will havo to be nuido here as soon 
as a new plan of street sewerage .shall havo 
been decided on. A thorough overhauling 
of maflyof tke old buildings will be re- 
quired and we advise all who are now erect- 
ing now houses to have their plumbing per- 
formed according to hygienic and practical 
requirements, that they may have nothing 
to do but to make their connections with 
the street aewer when the latter is con- 
Btruoted. 

' ■ MAIL UeLAYS. 

Everywhere north and south of tho line 
there are serions mail delays. Letters drag 
on th« way and papers frequently never 
reach their destinatioB. One sabseriber 
writes that he got four weeks' Colonists on 

had no paper for thrco weeks. Yet an afli- 
davit can bo furnished that tho paper loft 
this olfioe punctually. We have not had 
an eastern exchange for five days. Tho 
Fraser river publications comi)Iaiu that 
their numbers go estray and the mainland is 
excited at what at first flush would seem to 
be grosH neglegonco on the part of the post 
office or railway. South of the line a worse 
State of things esiste. The mail routes are 
all blocked. Sacks of newspapers and 
letters are stacked at all tho postofficos and 
cannot be moved iu auy direction. Cut 
people and papers there aro more patient 
and roasouablo than ours. Thoy attribute 
tho irregularities to the proper catise — tho 
weather — aud make duo allowance for a 
condition of things that no earthly power 
could prevent, anil which only tima can 
overcome. Postofflce officials are doing 
their best, and steamboats and railways are 
doing their best to restore regularity; but 
until there is a chnnge iu the weather thoro 
will be little or no iiaprovement in the de- 
livery, and all must exercise the great virtue 
of patience.

Jones was born in 
England and came to .\inerica an infant, 
but has not boon naturalized. lie ad- 
dressed a democratic iiiootiiig before tho 
eleetion, causing feeling in his church, 
aud was warned that his vote would be 
challenged, and he swore it in under a 
general oath. Everybody .sriya Ilia ar- 
roat IS an outrage. An indignation meet- 
ing is being hold here to-night. Roao- 
lutiouB were adopted deprecating the ar- 
rest. 



Miss Kcyc's ITIurdcrcr Coni- 
iiiitted. 

London, Deo. 18. — Tho inquest in the 
case of Miss Keye, the wnaltliy lady ivho 
wos found niurdcrod in her burning man- 
sion at Babbiconibo, near Torquay, on the 
14th ult.', has at last been concluded. Tho 
verdict of tho jury ia to tho oflcct that tho 
ex-coDvict, John Lee, who was Mi.is 
Ksye's servant, was the porpotrator of tho 
triple crime of a.ssaulling Keyo, and of 
murdering hor, and of suiting Gro to her 
homo in thu hope of destroying the evi- 
denooa of hiis guilt. 



ENGLAND. 



The Loniloii Iti-icl^e Evplosloii. 



London, Dec. 18. — TJesearchea into tho 
exp'oaion at London bridge canso a sensa- 
tion. Tho disclosures show that tho out- 
rage was planned with an amount of cool- 
ness, determination and foresight hitherto 
uncredited to the terrorists. Everything 
proves that tho participators in the plot 
must havo ruuiained beneath tiie bridge a 
quarter of an hour, despite the swiftness 
of tho current. The work was prosecuted 
with immense difUculty, but deep shadows 
were sufficient to prevent detection. It 
is believed a chemical fuse ignited tho ex- 
plosive, giving tho conspirators time to 
land, and catch tho train to Paris. Tho 
keeper of a tavern at which throe su8|)ect- 
od men took refreshments describes the 
tallest of them, who was evidently tho 
leader, as a free-and-easy, intelligent man. 
He paid the bill at tho tavern, but ob- 
jected to taking drink on board tho boat. 
It is noteworthy that tho tide Saturday 
was tho lowest it has been in tho past few 
months, or will bo until spring; also that 
the hour selected was when the tide was 
lowest, proving that the plot was carefully 
laid. It is proposed to use a" submarine 
electric light, to enable a diver to examine 
the extent of tho damage to tho bridge. 
Granville and Gladstone havo boon pro- 
vided with extra guards since the explo- 
sion. 

HTANLKT WRITK.S A I.K1T«R. 

LoNDO.v, Doc. IS. — Stanley has written 
in reference to Congo matters, in which ho 
pointa out the urgent nocosaity of aettlitig 
tho neutralization of tho Congo country, 
of dete-mining definitely its frontier, and 
bring-ng about general recognition of the 
.African international association, before 
tho Berlin conference haa concluded its 
labor. If these problems shall not bo 
settled he thinks the Congo will only prove 
a tempting bait to Franco and I'Di tiii^al. 
Ho thinks England should pro[ioso to 
Germany that inasmuch as the asaooiation 
cannot make war, thecefore war shall not 
bo made against the association. If the 
conference disbands before those great 
questions have boon aeltled, then farewell 
to the Congo basin and a long goodnight 
to its development.

The daily mail steamer brought neither 
overland passengers nor nuula yeitorday. 
All are blocked near the Dalles in Oregon, 
whuro at latcdt odTioea thore wofs three 
feet of snuw, and stiill falling. Ooluinbia 
river is blucked with ice, so thatonly iron 
ocean steamers can navigate. A terrible 
wind storm at .-Vstoria unroofed some 
buildings and up-rooted much forest 
wealth. The steamer li. P. Thompson 
was caught in tho gale and seriously 
damaged. 'The Oregoiuan of Thursday 
says that on Wednesday the weather mod- 
erated a little. T.'io merry jingle of sleigh 
bells was hc.ird in all directions from 
morn till night, and smne w'ho probably 
could not get a sleigh during tho day wore 
driving aa late as midnight. The snow 
was packed very solid and when cut up by 
wheels or runners seemed almost as heavy 
as salt, and the clearing of it from side- 
walks, etc., involved considerable labor. 

Ill till.' W'illaniettn vullov- the toiupcra 
t'.iro riiao, and during the day thore were 
occasional slinivers of sleet and rain. Latu 
ill the ai'teriioiJii ,l Hliglit snowfall was re- 
ported, but none after dark. At i) o'clock 
last night, il was raining between Eugono 
and the Calipoola mountains and getting 
ciildur north of Junction. The Willam- 
ette river at Eugeue and Harrisburg rose 
loA feet in leas than two hours yesterday 
and was vi.mig at last reports, and tho 
banks nearly full. This shuwa very heavy 
mills around tlie head waters of the river, 
or rapid melting of snow; perhafia both. 

The tirst of the delayed trains on tho O. 
it C. reached the city last night at 10:20. 
Early yesterday morning Superintendent 
Brandt aiarteil from here with two 
engines, the fnrwaril 0110 well sliuathoil, 
and elo.ireii llic tr.ick In .\lbaoy, reaching 
there at -1 p. in. Tlu.^ allowed the through 
train bound f>)r Portiand, which lay at 
Albany tn'eiity-four hours, to proceed. 
Thero wore no further drifts, and no delay 
getting here. Tho through train leaving 
Ashland 'I'uesday night came as far as 
■Jiiiictinii and will leave there on theregii- 
l.ir time card In day. .V train will leave 
here for Ashland al 7:!iO this morning. 

No mail, either iiiconiing or outgoing 
has been handled at the postcillico since 
the storm eluacd up iill the principal linea 
of trallic, cM-ept that from 'j'acoiiia, Soil- 
wood' and Dsuegii. Direct conimuniealion 
is oiil! kejil v.y, -.vitb tlio"-.o p.-iint.-, v.liich 
prevents Oi ogiin's nu!tri>[:olis from beiny 
entirely shut idi" from the outside world. 
In the meantime the carriers in-sthe city 
have kept up the daily cnllectiona, and 
sack after sack of iii.itter has heen piled up 
ill tho back I'llioo awaiting the breaking of 
winter's blnokado. There being no gas, 
tallow candles have [lert'i'reo been substi- 
tuted, but tile sudden change is not agree- 
ble, and there has been but little to do 
to-night. Tho steamer mail whiGli ar- 
rived between six and seven o'clock was 
very light, and the wlndo force attacking 
it by means nf their candles, it will have 
been distriliuli d by d iyliglit this morning.

This nioetiug with a 
good reception induced him to atart, iu cou- 
jimotion with othera, a paper, whiob afivt- 
wards became the Illustrated London News.

California was carried to London .Mr. Mar- 
riott started for this conn try and arrived 
hero in 181'.). He wont to tli^' iiiinos and 
aftorwanls wsis engaged in the real estate 
businesH. In July, 18ii(i, he began publish- 
ing the News Letter and was actively con- 
noctod with it until a few years prior to his 
death. He leaves a widow, one son aud 
two daughters. His ago was 79 years and 
five months. In tho sunimor of 1858, Mr. 
Marriott ostablisbod the Vaucotiver Gazette 
iu Victoria, bnt only publishetl two or three 
numbers, when tlio pnblioatiou was sus- 
pended in eouseqaeuoe of the partial fniluic

BiiooKLVN, N. Y,, Doc. 18.- -At three 
o'clock this afteriioOQ a fire almoat en- 
tirely destroyed the.Gatholic Male Orphan 

Asylum, ceirner of St. Mark's and, Albany 
avenues. On the third floor were sixty 
small ohildron, nearly all of whom wore in 
ill lieuUh. It ia not known if all were 
ro.'icued till tlio children scattered about 
tile neighborhood aro counted. It ia 
thought some wero burned to death. 
Slater .Icaephiiio, herocally engaged ia 
rescuing the children, had her eacapo cut 
off and climbed out on the cornice. A 
tiraiimn held out a ropo. Sho cauglit it 
but was un.iblo to hold it and fell, strik- 
ing on her head. Sho will die. Joseph 
Ilyan, a boy, toll from a ladder and was 
badly injured. John MoOraih, a-boy, 
jumped from tho third story and waa 
severely hurt. I'liuro wero 785 children 
in the building altogether, and whoii the 
alarm was given they were told to go to 
any hoirae ia tho neighborhood and wait 
till called for. Hundreds of Utile fellows 
ran aoraaming into tho atreots without 
liatB or coats. The ruins, bo far aa patie- 
trated, disclose no bodies, but the belief 
that soma will he found is becoming 
stronger. The strcot car stables, saloons 
and stores in tho vioii.ity w o.-e ciowded 
with fugitive children during the firo and 
all have not jot been collected and ac- 
counted fqr.

SURGERY IN THE HOUSEHOLD. 

''SOME smiPLK ItEMEOIES 
rOIS EVEIIY-DAV 

Little Articles ' Vliat should Al- 
ways be Kept Kciwly for an 
Enicrsrciicy-WIioii tlie 
cet SiioiiUlbc lJst'«l-l'rciiarsi 
tion or Uitiiiliii^es-'riic Use 
Of Flastei'S-Bciicfit or 
YAlk -Poultices. '

' The following directions for taking 
proper care of ordinary hurts, copied 
from Chambers' Journal, will be found 

of great service: 

There are r. hundred ami fifty little 
accidenta liable to occur in a housohold, 
which a modicum of applied surgical 
skill would suffice to set right, tliuH 
• obviating the necessity for calling in a 
surgeon or a medical man. It is about 
a few of tliu more common of tlioae 
that I wish to give some very useful 
hints. Whether you have a medicine 
chest in tho bouse or not, there arc 
several handy articles which should 
always be kept ready in a clean draw- 
er in case of aa emergency. A little 
case containing a pair of ortliiiary sur- 
,§ical lancets of tho old-fashioned bleed- 
ing pattern, surgical scissors, pins, 
needles and thread, th^^e are all the 
instruments required. Appliances will 
include one or two bandages, some lint 
and oiled Hilk, a bit of caustic silver 
kept in a case, and some strips of ad- 
hesive plaster. There should be a 
stimuleut lotion, an eye lotion, a lini- 
ment for sprains, stiffness in the joints, 
etc., and also one or two kinds of oint- 
ment. 

Poultices are handy to allay inflam- 
mation and to soothe pain. They are 
invaluable in swelling about the throat, 
in whitlow.i, abscesses, etc. A small 
bottle of turpentine and one or more 
of carron oil should also find a place 
in the family surgical drawer. 

The lancets will be sometimes requir- 
ed to open small abscesses or gum-boils. 
Large swellings containing matter had 
better bo seen to by the family physi- 
cian. Many people have the greatest 
horror of the lancet, and will suffer ex- 
cruciating pain for days from a trifling 
abscess rather than submit to have ic 
opened. And yet in ii case of this kinii 
the relief that follow.s a simple and al- 
most painless incision is almost instan- 
taneous. Ochers, again, are willing to 
. have an ahscess opened when it "comea 
to a head." But it hardly wants opening 
then, as it will break of its own accord. 
The time to open an abscess is when 
there is a fluctuating, baggy feel to the 
touch, giving indication the pre- 
'senco of pus, in otlior words, of tho 
formation of matter. If this matter 
- • cannot have vent it will eat through 
the tissues, that lie imrandmtely above 
it, and while doing so cause a great deal 
of pain and inconvenience. 

.When a gum-boil needs to be opened 
the lancet should be rolled round with 
a piece of rug to within about half an 

■ inch of the point; it may then be free- 
i ly used at that part of the boil which 

..-J is^'softest. After a gum boil has been 
opened gentle pressure is needed to 
squeeze out the matter and the mouth 
should bo well rinced with hot water. 

, I counsel tho keeping of pins and 
needles and thread in the surgical 
drawer, in order that they may bo al- 
ways ready at hand. The pins should 
be'of diflerent sizi-s; they are handy 
for fastening bandages, etc., The thread 
should bo strong and white, and the 
needles of a fair size, needles with good 
honest eyes in their heads, needles that 
even a man can tLread. 

As to bandages, they can either be 
bought or made. For economy's sake 1 
think they should be made, and for 
this purpose old linen of any kind can 
be washed and utilized. Tear it into 
strips and sew it iK.^iitly together. The 
bandages may bo of two or even three 
different breadths, one about one and a 
half inches for linger purposes, another 
about two inches and a third about 
three. 'J'hese are called roller bandages. 
There are also various forms of tailed 
bandages for applications to the scalp, 
for instance, and to parts of the body 
to which a roller bandage is not suited. 
Tbe shapes of these will suggest them- 
selves to a jierson of .sense. The 8cal[) 
bandage, I may mention, however, a 
broad one, with four tails; this being 
laid upon tho head and crown; the two 
foremost tails are carried backward be- 
hind the head, cro.ssed on the back of 
the neck, brought around and tied un- 

■ der the chin. In bandaging a leg the 

■ art lies in keeping the bandage Hat, 

flinfiP^h and moderately tight. Lay tho 
enuiraiuug outi iuai/D|j •'uiaS', w.. Ci 

toes, and bandage from the toes, in- 
cluding all the foot expco])t the heel, 
' then swathe the aulcle.s, and so upward 
as far as the knee or iibovo it. In as- 
cending the calf of the leg, at every 
turn the bandage should be jjlaited 
: half-back over itself. This is not ab- 
solutely necessary, for, having band- 
aged the lower half of tho leg, you mav 
. i.then carry the roller right away up to 
under tho knee and then turn there, 
and so on down again to whatever ))osi- 
tion the bandage is found to lio the 
flattest in. 

Charpie is made by stretching or 
holding strips of old linen very tightly 
and scraping it with a rough knife. 
Charpie is a u.scful application to 
wounds and may take the place of lint, 
but after all it is not so handy; it does 
not lie flat, and besides this you can- 
i^vt spread ointment very well upon it. 

m Cases of sores that we wish 
take on a kindly healing action, or 
those that need stimulating or sooth- 
ing, T^ater dressing is invaluable. It is 
very aimplo and easy of application. 
You Lave oiily to dip a piece of lint in 
clean cold water, to which probably a 
few drops of pure carbolic acid have 
been added, then apply it to the sore 
which it must more than cover. A 
piece of oiled silk is then applied over 
the Ihit in order to retain its moisture, 
and the whole is kept in position by 
<ueans of a retaining bandage. 



Water dre.ssing is also opplied to 
after thoy have been properly strajjped 
and it miay'sometimes ^take the' place 
of a poultiice for swellirigs' which wo 
want to soothe and reducA 

A morsel of lunar cau-stic in a case 
can be brought at a chemist's sho]i for 
I believe, a few cents. It is used to 
cauterize dog or cat and also skunk 
bites, and alsio scratches that may be 
supposed to be poisonous. 

It is a well known fact that hydro- 
phobia is mucli more likely to he caus- 
ed by a lilcunk than n dog bit, imJ [ 
for one would never go into the woods, 
where there was a possibility of huing 
bitten by oye of these creatures, with- 
out carrying a morsel of caustic in my 
pocket in case of an accident. 

It is ft very foolish plan, not to say 
cruel, to have the dog that lias bittc.'ti 
you destroyed. When this is done it 
is obviously imi)ossiblo to discover 
whether or not he was rabid at the 
time ho made use of his teeth. Lot 
him live, by all 'means; it will bo u 
satisfaction to know that he is nmiiing 
about in the best of health. I cannot 
Imlp saying that, in ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred, when a Jog V>itco any 
one the party bitten -has been to blame, 
and not the dog. It is not only unjust, 
therefore, so punish him, but positively 
mean and cruel. (Jat's bites are usual- 
ly more dangerous than dogs; that is, 
they are more apt to fiister, and also 
take longer to heal, the reason being 
simply this— a cat's tooth makes a 
punctured wound, and a dog's a more 
open one. 

Adhesive plaster conies in handy. It 
ought to bo the boat jirocurable, iiiid, 
instead of keeping it iu a roll m the 
drawer, it ought to be put into strips 
of difierent breaths. It is thus ready for 
immediate use, and there is no chance 
of it sticking together as it does when 
it is kept in a buld. 

When it is necessary to use tl)is 
plaster to keep the edges of a wound 
together wo must be careful, first and 
foremost, to see that tbe wound is per- 
fectly clean, and no sand, glas.s or grit 
in it, which would cause festering and 
thereby prevent it from healing. 

Never cover a wound wiiolly up with 
a piece of plaster; whatever lie ili si/e, 
use long, narrow strij a Warm the 
plaster by boldii\g the back of it against 
a can of boiling water forn fnw seroiulw 
then apply it across tho wound, leaving 
a small space between each strip to 
give exit to tho lymph. Uenieinber, 
that ntickinc pliu-iter has no licaliiig 
action in itself, tho benefits derived 
from its use arc of a purely purely me- 
chanical nature. Clean cuts are bettor 
bound up with the blood simply with a 
linen rag, for sticking-plaster, is of no 
use until tho bleeding stops. In eii.su 
of scalp wounds tho hair must In: .shav- 
ed oil' before the plaster is applieil. 

A grain or two of nitrate of .lilvyr 
in an ounce of distilled water mnke.s a 
very good stimulating lotion for woumls 

or sores that iiued »ucb uu n])|)!i('tioii, 
butifthey are healing kindly, with 
even, white edges and not much e.vuda- 
tain, they do not want stinmlation. 

Languid, indolent sores and llabby 
ulcers want a stiiiiuialing lotion ap|)li- 
ed with Hilt, after the manner of water- 
dressing, and the support of a. bandage. 
Hut I should like ray readers to bear 
in mind that the healing of ulcers de- 
pends in a very great measure upon 
the state of the constitution. The 
blood must be strengthened by good 
food, else the 8oro will not heal, \^'hy, 
it cannot heuj unless you supply it wiih 
flesh-forming material, and tlii.4 materi- 
al must come from tbe blood. But, iu 
adiiition to the enrichment of the blood 
if the ulcer be iu the leg, this niuHt he 
kept up as much as possible and band- 
aged firmly, but not too' tightly, from 
the toes upward. 

Four or 'fivegrains of povi-dered alum 
or sulphate of zinc to the ouium; of 
water make another bandy stimulating 
lotion, Goulard water ia easily raado; 
simply add a teas|)oonful of HUgar of 
loatl to a pint of water; it is rendered 
more cooling by tho addition of .spirits 
of wine. It is an excellent application 
for painful swellings. 

For wry or stiff neck, or in cases 
whero vou wish to redden tho surface 
in ordfr to relieve internal swelling or 
])ain, a mi.xture of one part liartsiior-n 
to two of olive oil is a capital liniuuiut.
